The Irish leader's telegram to Lloyd 
George today ends the lengthy inter- 
change of notes between the two coun­ 
tries and the next step in the Irish 
negotiations was to be a direct confer­ 
ence. 
“We accept the invitation. 
Our del* 
egates will meet you in london on the 
date mentioned,” De Valera’s 
reply 
said. 
De Valera’s telegram was in reply 
to one received by the Dail cabinet 
yesterday in which the British pre­ 
mier set aside the question of recog­ 
nition of Ireland by Britain and in­ 
vited Irish delegates 
to 
meet 
next 
month. 
Today’s message from 
De 
Valera 
was the most complete step taken to­ 
ward Irish peace. 
Arthur 
Griffith, 
Sinn Fein foreign minister, was to 
head the delegates to London.

TRY ARBUCKLE

lie on trial within sixty days. 
That was the announcement today 
of District Attorney Brady, prosecu­ 
tion, in answer to claims of the de­ 
fense that Arbuckle may 
never 
be 
brought to trial. 
Brady said he expects to file the 
formal proceedings against Arbuckle 
Monday or Tuesday. 
Before the end 
of the week he hopes to have Arbuckle 
arraigned and ut that time the trial 
would he set. 
During the last 'two weeks of No­ 
vember he considers the most prob­ 
able time for the trial. Arbuckle, his 
wife and her mother and his attorney 
ail were in Los Angeles today.

until the last note was finished. 
As the hood was adjusted Wanderer 
repeated clearly the prayer Intoned 
for him by his pastor. 
He stood erect 
with his head and shoulders thrown 
bmk. 
The trap was sprung at 7:21 
and he was pronounced dead five min­ 
utes later. 
“The gamiest man that ever was 
hung in this jail,” was the comment 
of attaches of the prison.
